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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has not amended the claims. Applicant 
is arguing that cited art does not teach step (ii) of the claimed invention. According to Applicant the nucleic acid probe taught by Larsson et 
al. is not same as the nucleic acid probe recited in the instant method. 

Examiner has carefully reviewed the specification, Applicant has not defined nucleic acid probe. In absence of a specific definition, the 
broadest reasonable interpretation given by Examiner to the claim verbage referring to nucelic acid probe is valid. 
Examiner has pointed out that prior art specifically teaches YOYO as a probe that binds to nucleic acid, hence YOYO certainly meets the 
criteria that are required of a nucleic acid probe namely it should bind to nucleic acid. Hence the cited art does teach step (ii) of the claimed 
method. The claim is written using open language and in the present form the claim as recited does not exclude the possibility that same 
molecule namely YOYO can serve two purposes i.e. it is a nucleic acid probe (as it binds to nucleic acids) and that same molecule is also a 
cationinc dye. Given this interpretaion, Examiner is of the opinion that cited srt is still applicable. Hence the previously cited rejections are 
being maintained. 
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
